I  have  tlio  lioiior  to  \)]iir\i  in  your  hands  a  mossag'e  from 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  reconiniendinj^  to  the 
consideration  ui"  this  House  a  supi)lenientary  estimate  of 
certain  expimses  necessitated  by  tlie  requirements  of  the 
present  hst;al  year  and  also  the  estimates  for  tlieeoinin;^' one 

Before  movini^  tJie  House  into  Committee  of  Supply,  it  is 
my  duty  to  niak<^  it  acquaiiited  wiih  the  linaiuial  state  of 
the  provinee,  the  credits  to  be  asked,  and  the  anticipated 
receipts  Avitli  which  th(;y  are  to  be  met.  I  will  also  lay 
before  it  a  project  which  I  liave  long'  had  in  my  mind  and 
which  would  te)id  considerably  to  increase  the  revenue  of 
this  Province. 

PRESENT   FINANCIAL  POSITION. 

The  receii:)ts  of  the  province  from  tlie  1st  July,  18(j7,  to  the 
30th  June,  1882,  have  been  |3">,594,2l)7.40,  and  the  expendi- 
ture during  the  same  i)eriod  ^o;},0o8, 418.00,  g'ivini^  an  ex- 
cess of  |3T4,llo.G(J  in  the  expenditure  over  receipts.

The  averaii'c  value  oi'  real  estate  in  rural  niunicipalities 
for  the  year  1S81  is  l$P2.7H  per  arpent  ay-ains(  iJiS.i::!  in  1S07. 
which  n'ives  an  incri'ase  of  $1.");")  per  arpeiil,  and  this  is 
chiefly  due  to  the  existence  ol'  railways. 

The  deficit  in  the  Consolidated  i?ailway  Fund  wa.s,  on 
the  30th  June  last,  as  I  have  already  stated,  $872,370.85. 
In  order  to  ascertain  the  actual  didicit  we  must  add  to  this

In  the  fsuiu  expended  duiiiig  the  lirst  six  months  of  the 
current  fiscal  year,  for  railway  eon«truction  n<>eount,  are 
included,  in  the  first  place,  that  of  $137,004  allowed  Mr. 
McDonald  by  the  aibitratois'  award,  and  that  of  $7,520.58 
for  the  half  payable  by  ]Mr.  ]\IcCrreevy  of  the  cost  of  arbi- 
tration on  his  claim,  making  tog'ether  -$145,124.58.  By  de- 
ducting this  amount  from  tlie  item  of  #402,878.00  we  find  a 
balance  of  $347,454.38,  wliieh  exceeds  by  $247,454.38  the 
appropriation.  The  details  of  thi.s  expenditure  will  bo 
given  by  the  Commissioner  of  llailways  in  the  report 
which  was  asked  for  some  days  ago.  But  the  city  of 
Montreal  is  to  repay  to  the  Crovernment  the  amount  whi'di 
the  expropriation  of  land  between  Hochelaga  and  Dal- 
housie  square  will  cost,  over  and  above  the  sum  of  $132,- 
000.  The  amount  of  such  contribution  w^ill  bo  estaldished  as 
soon  as  the  expropriations  are  concluded,  which  will  be.

Owing  to  tli^!  present  state  of  the  money  market  in  this 
conntry  and  the  want  of  capital  which  is  now  felt  by  the 
commercial  and  industrial  classes,  and  even  amongst  our 
agri(;ultural  population,  it.  might  be  desirable  that  the 
Goverincnt  should  be  authorized  to  float  its  future  issues  of 
the  loan  on  the  ]*]uropean  markets.  I  will  therefore  propose^ 
w^hcn  askin<>-  for  the  authoTizati(»Ji  t<^  increase  the  loan, 
that  th(^  Grovcrnment  l)e  left  the  option  of  placing  the 
new  issues,  either  on  our  own  or  on  foreign  markets. 

It  would  be  important,  in  view  of  the  conversion  or  re- 
newal of  a  pin-iion  of  ourco  >solidatod  debt,  that  the  Goverji- 
ment  of  this  province  should  be  classed  amongst  those  whose 
loans  are  elfei^ted  at  four  per  c(nit. 

It  is  iVn-  thai  reason  that  I  will  propose  that  the  Gov- 
ernment be  authorized  to  make  the  new  issm^s  either  at 
five  per  cent  or  at  fmr  per  cent,  and  in  the  latter  case  to 
increase  the  nomiual  amount    of  the  l)onds. 

All  the  oth«>r  conditions  of  the  loan  will  remain  unaltered. 
The  Government  will  not  negotiate  the  other  issues  at  any 
rate  which  would  give  less  than  the  par  of  the  live  per  cent, 
and,  as  the  loan  will  only  be  redeemable  at  the  option  of 
the  Government,  there  (\i.n  be  no  objection  to  this  increase 
in  the  nominal  iuuonnt.

STATEMENT  FOR  1881-1882. 

In  my  ihiancial  statement  last  year,  basing  my  calcula- 
tions upon  the  ordinary  receipts  of  the  first  ten  months,  I 
said  that  there  would  be  a  surplus  of  about  $100,000  for 
the  year  1881-82. 

But  to  be  on  the  safe  side,  I  only  really  counted  upon 
,000  which  is  the  amount  that  appears  in  my  calcula- 
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tioiis.  My  oxpo(i;itions  have  boon  more  than  realized,  for, 
as  you  will  sec  by  the  [)ublic  aixouuts  for  the  fiscal  year 
ouding- on  the  30lh  Juno  last,  the  surplus  has  reached  the 
sum  of  1340,000.80. 


It  is  iiuo  that,  ill  the  receipts  for  the  year,  is  included  the 
sum  of  i|i;r)r)  1,140.83  paid  by  the  city  of  Montreal  for  its 
debt  to  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund,  and  that,  without  such 
payment,  there  would  have  boon  a  doiicit  of  1213,150.53. 
My  prodcnx'ssor  had  placed  in  his  estimates  the  sum  of 
$250,0(10  as  being'  the  probable  amount  of  receipts  to  be 
derived  from  the  Muni(ii)al  Loan  Fund  ;  and  in  his  linancial 
statement,  when  alluding  to  this  subjecl,  he  declared  that 
he  saw  no  greater  objection  to  using  this  money  for  paying 
the  usual  yearly  expenses  than  in  using  the  moneys  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  pul)lic  hinds,  which  had  always, 
from  year  to  year,  })een  expended  in  mooting  the  ordinary 
requirements  of  the  Treasury,  lie  added  that,  in  any  case, 
the  moneys  received  from  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund  might 
be  employed  in  reducing  the  acc\imulated  deiieit  of  pre- 
vious }'ears. 

I  entirely  coiiirido  in  the  views  of  my  honorable  prede- 
cessor on  this  point.  I  see  no  r(>al  difference  between  the 
receii^ts  derived  from  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund  and  those 
arising  from  the  sale  of  our  iniblic  lands;  and  in  order  to 
be  logical,  those  who  claim  that  the  former  sums  should  be 
capitalized  and  the  interest  alone  applied  to  meet  ordinary 
expenses,  would  have  to  say  the  same  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  our  public  lands. 

If  this  sum  of  1554,140.83  had  boon  capitalized  instead  of 
being  placed  in  the  receipts  of  the  year,  the  deficit  of  the 
fifteen  years  w^hich  have  elapsed  from  Confederation  to  the 
30th  of  June  last,  would  liaAo  boon  increased  by  so  much 
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and  would  conscqiiciitly  have  boon  #1>2H,2G2.49  instead  of 
$374,115.(50,  but  we  woidd  havo  had  |r)r)4,140.88  on  the 
credit  side  towards  meeting'  it.  TKerelore,  whetlicr  Ihiis 
sum  be  indudt'd  in  the  ordinary  receipts  or  wliellier  i(  l)e 
capitalized,  the  residl  is  Ihesame. 

Permit  nu*  now  to  read,  lor  Ihe  inlormation  orihe  House, 
a  comi)arative  statement  ol'the  actual  receipts  and  exi)endi-

In  submitting-  to  the  House  the  estimates  fm'  the  present 
fiscal  year,  I  placed  the  i)r()l)able  receipts  at  |2,!t:U,41»0.12. 

The  six  months  of  the  present  liscal  yenr  endini>' on  the 
yist  December  last,  showed  that  there  would  be  an  increase 
in  some  items  and  a  decrease  in  others.  There  will  bean 
int  reasein  the  items  of  Crown  Lands,  Licenses,  Huperannu- 
ated  Teachers'  Fund,  Interest,  Municipal  Loan  Fund  and 
Direct  Taxes,  aud  a  Decrease  in  those  of  Justice,  Percentage 
from  Fablic  Officers,  Contributions  of  Civil  Service  Em- 
ployees for  Pensions,  and  Interest  on  the  sale  of  the  railway. 
The  items  of  Legislation,  Official  Gazette,  Asylums,  Public 
Buildings,  Casual  Revenvie,  Re-imbursement.;,  and  Quebec 
Fire  Loan  remain  at  the  estimated  ligures.  There  are  still 
claims  arising'  from  the  working  of  the  railway  which  the 
GoA'ernment  are  now  endea\  oring  to  collect ;  I  estimate  the 
receipts  from  this  source  at  |25,000. 

Th\'  information  I  have  •/•athered  has  confirmed  the  esti- 
mate I  had  made  of  the  sum  to  be  realized  by  the  direct 
taxes  upon  commercial  cori)orations.  I  place  the  receipts 
from  this  source,  in  the  revision  I  have  made  of  the  esti- 
mates, at  $125,000  instead  of  !|12,'],800. 

The  collection  of  these  taxes  has  been  vigorously  con- 
tested, and  the  companies  that  have  been  taxed  have  com- 
bined to  resist  it.  The  banks  and  insurance  companies 
asked  me  to  consent  to  submit  the  legality  of  the  tax  on  a 
single  test  case,  offering  at  the   same   time   to  deposit   the 
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Amount  of  tho  tax  in  a  bank  to  be  rhoseu  by  thorn.  I 
thoiiii'Ut  that  it  was  not  littinq-  for  the  Troasuror  of  tho  Pro- 
vince, wlio  is  rcspiMislMc  ((>  I  lie  l[()ust'  lor  his  acts,  fo  <'nh'r 
into  ;iiiy  aiiit'cmcnt  by  which  lu*  wonld  seem  \o  throw  u 
douhl  ui)on  'u' |»o\\  t'ls  ol' Ihc  Lcyislaturc.  I  ihcrt'lurc  pro- 
posed that  these  co-porations  shonkl  pay  the  taxes  nnder 
protest,  with  the  exception  ol'  one  ill  e;i,li  (lass.  Au'ainst 
these  artioiis  could  ha\ c  heeii  t;iken  in  the  ordinary  course 
and  withoni  a  written  auieeineiit,  th«'  (lecisions  in  which 
would  nec(>ssavily  regulate  the  i)retentions  of  the  corpora- 
tions wiio  had  paid  under  i)rotest.  Tiie  corporations  in 
question  r<'l'used  to  pay, — even  under  protest, — intotlie  hand.s 
of  the  (loveninient,  li'ivintji'  as  a  reason  that  they  Ibarod 
that  they  would  not  Ix'  reim])ursed,  and  that  th<'y  had 
no  conli<h'nce  in  our  i>'overnniental  institulioiis.  I  felt  this 
slur  Ujton  the  q;ood  faith  and  honor  of  the  Legislature,  iuid  I 
declined  to  (onliiiue  the  iie'rotiations,  to  which  I  had  at  .'irst 
consent(>d  with  the  view  of  saving-  them  from  the  unplea- 
santness of  judicial  pioceedi Mil's.  The  requirements  of  the 
si'rvice  lor  the  veiir  necessitated  the  immediate  collection  of 
those  taxes,  and  that  sii'ps  be  taken  for  that  purpose.  As  it 
would  not  have  been  propter  to  make  selections  in  institu- 
ting!,' those  proc(H'dini>'s,  I  consequently  garo  instructions  to 
sue  wnihout  disiinction  all  who,  after  notice,  i)ersisted  in 
their  refusal  to  i)av.  The  iirst  case  was  heard  in  the  be- 
«>iuuin«>' of  this  month,  and  the  judiiuient  will  must  prob- 
ably be  rendered  in  tlie  course  of  the  month  of  March. 

Of  tliese  taxes  tliere  has  l)cen  lollected  to  the  1st  January 
last  the  sum  of  $1 1.845. T-].  and  since  that  date  H18o,  in 
all  !$1G,():J0.7J. 


I  have  no  doul)t  as  to  the  leaality  of  the  act  imposing- 
those  taxes,  and  1  am  convinced  that  they  will  be  collected. 
The  opposition  that  I  have  met  with  in  the  collection  will 
however,  delay  their  payment.     T  )  meet,  in  the  meantime 
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tlio  rcquiri'inoiils  ol"  llic  pu'soiit  and  ol"  tlio  lU'Xt  I'lMcnl  year, 
owing  tothu  luilure  ul'  this  rcvcuuo,  ui)ou  which  1  had  a 
right  to  count,  rcconiHi',  prohiihly,  may  hiivc  (o  bo  had 
under  Bcction  27  ot'thc  Treasury  Deparlnicnt  Act  to  tem- 
porary K)an.s  to  the  amount  oi'  tiiese  uncollected  taxes.  Ah 
these  taxes  hear  interest  from  the  lirst  of  July  hist,  re- 
course to  these  loans  will  not  (»cca5U)n  any  additional 
chargi'  upon  the  revenue.

If  the  sum  of  $11<),335, 
the  amount  of  the  interest  upon  the  price  of  the  railway  for 
the  last  four  months  of  the  present  liscal  year,  (-ould  bo 
wceived  during  the  year,  there  would  be,  not  a  deficit,  but 
a  surplus  of  $87,517.01. 

During  the  recess,  thi;  negotiations  for  a  settlement  of 
accounts  with  the  Federal  Government  made  considerable 
progress.

The  Municipal  Councils  of  (Quebec,  St.  .loscpli  dc  la 
Beauce,  Terrebonne  and  Varennes  have  decided  to  a\  ail  them- 
selves of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1880,  and  are  shortly 
to  pay,  eithc^r  in  money  or  in  debentures.

.  Tlio  judgment  rendered  by  the  Privy  Council  in  the 
mouth  of  June  last,  establishing-  the  consiitutionality  of  the 
Canada  Temperance  Act  of  1878,  has  determined  the  respec- 
tive powers  of  Parliament  and  the  Legislatures  in  the 
matter  of  shop,  tavern  and  saloon  licenses.  According  to 
this  d(H'isioii,  it  bt'longs  to  Parliament  to  reoulate  the  traffi*^ 
in  spirituous  liquors;  and  the  Legislature  of  this  Province 
has  the  power  of  conferring  licenses  for  the  sale  of  these 
]i({uors  with  a  view  solely  of  deriving  a  revenue  therefrom, 
and  not  at  all  as  regards  the  regulating  of  such  tralTic  The 
Premier  of  the  Federal  Government,  an  authority  on  con- 
stitutional law,  has  just  declared  in  the  House  of  Commons 
that  he  never  doubted  this  division  of  powers. 

The  speech  of  Ilis  Excellency  the  Governor-General,  at 
the  opening  of  Parliament,  gives  us  to  understand  that  the 
>Vderal  Government  is  to  submit  a  bill  for  the  n^gulation  of 
tlie  traflic  in  spirits.  The  provisions  that  Parliament  may 
establish  upon  this  subject  will  necessitate,  on  our  part, 
amendments  to  our  License  L.tw.  As  soon  as  the  Federal 
Government  has  brought  forward  its  measure,  I  will  propose 
the  modifications  in  our  legislation  which  it  may  render 
necessary.

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It  is  the  (losirc  ol  ihc  people  ol  this  I'ntvinn'  (hat  a  wiso 
eronomy  should  be  oxcivised  in  the  ndininislration  ofpiiljlic 
affairs,  l)ut  (li(>y  nlso  wish  ihal  ilie  (lovenimeiit  slioidd  von- 
trilmte,  in  pi(>i)<)rli()n  lo  its  resources,  to  the  pr«)t>'ress  oi'colo- 
iii/aiion,  to  the  development  of  our  mines  and  forests,  jind  to 
the  advuneemont  of  imniary  education,  in  ])re])arin<j,*  tho 
Estimates  of  lilxpenditure,  theUovernnii'nt  has  not  forf>otti'n 
tho  general  desire;  it  lias,  on  the  one  hand,  wished  to  exer- 
cise all  possible  economy,  and  on  the  other  hand,  to  assist, 
as  much  as  lies  in  its  i)o\v<'r,  the  ifeneral  development  and 
pro'jjress  of  the  coiinlry. 

There  are  certain  expenses,  which,  only  to  a  small  degree, 
are  capable  of  beiiiLr  i-oiitrolled  by  the  (lovernment,  not- 
withstanding: the  most  rigid  supervision,  and  which  follow 
closely  upon  tho  growth  of  our  ]K)i>uliilion  and  increase 
with  it.  Amongst  th(^  expenses  of  this  nature,  are  those  for 
the  administration  ol'justice,  the  supi^ort  of  lunatic  asyhuns, 
tho  maintenance;  of  reformatories  and  the  grants  to  hosi)i- 
tals  and  other  benevolent  in.'-tilutions. 

In  the  estimates  which  I  now  submit  10  tho  considera- 
tion of  the  House,  you  will  lind  an  increase  in  tin;  items  of 
Justice,  Lunatic  Asylums,  lieformalory  I'ri.sons  and  Indus- 
trial Schools.  To  ]v,it  into  practice  the  1  .w;  ideas  which  1 
have  just  expressed,  that  is,  to  (>fl'ect  economy  in  Ww  public 
service,  to  encourage  and  more  elliciently  assist  tho  develoj>- 
ment  of  the  resources  of  the  ( ountrv,  there  is  a  diminution 
in  the  items  of  Legislation,  Immigration  and  Public  "Works 
and  an  increase  in  the  itemsof  Public  Inslructioji  and  Colo- 
nization. 

Allow  me  to  .specially  notice  some  itemsof  thes(>  estimates. 

In  the  item  of  inttnvst  on  the  Public  De])t  there  is  an  in- 
crease of  $89.n44.4;j.  Ill  consequence  of  the  redemption  of 
a  part  of  the  loans  of  J  874  and  1880,   the  interest  on  the

lor  next  year  I  ask  lor  a  sum  of  i$  100,0(10  lor  iiilfrcsl  on  an 
Inmuo  ol' !j'J,OOO,O0O  of  the  loan  aulliori/t'«l  lasi  session,  being' 
an  iiiereivso  of  $'2'),000.  Last  year  I  he  interest  on  t  he  subsidy 
re|)aid  })y  tlu' (Quebec Central  lvail\va\',  was  not  iluliuh'tl  un- 
der the  head  of  "  Pul>lie  Del)(,"  where  il  >hould  naturally  be  ; 
this  yea'  I  have  ineluded  it,  and  this  ineieiises  the  item  by

Tinder  the  headiuij^  of  Leii-islation  llieitein  lorsahiries  and 
contincrent  expenses  of  iho  Lei>islative  Council  has  been  in- 
creased by  !i?l,40H.  The  same  item  for  the  Li-uislative  Assem- 
])ly  has  been  decreasedby  $r),i:)0.  Th(>  item  for  pu))lishinu' 
the  statutes  has  been  increas(Hl  by  S'')00,  the  sum  voted  last 
year  havinu'  been  found  to  be  insullicient.  There  is  a  sliL'-ht 
increase  of  $100  in  the  snm  asked  for  the  Law  Clerk.  It  is 
to  be  desired  that  a  suitabh'  re])ort  should  be  mad(^  of  the 
debates  of  the  Legislatur(\  and  with  this  view  I  propose 
that  a  sum  of  $2,r)00  be  granted,  as  it  was  last  y(>ar. 

The  heading  of  Civil  Government  shows  an  imn-easo  o* 
$22,115  in  salaries,  but  a  decrease  of  iCOl!)  in  conting'oiioieb, 
leaving  an  increase  of  |ir),4!»0  under  this  heading. 
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In  the  increase  of  $22,115  are  iii<liuli>(l  the  .salaries  of 
certain  officers  who  np  to  now  were  ])aid  out  of  the  contin- 
gencies of  the  departriK^nts,  or  out  of  the.  vote  for  public 
works  and  buildiniis.  The  duties  of  these  officers  are  of  a 
permanent  character,  and  the  payment  of  their  salaries  in 
the  manner  juat  noticed  heinn"  an  irrei>'ularity  that  ought  to 
disappear,  the  Crovernment  decided  to  carry  those  salaries 
upon  the  Civil  Service  list.  The  salary  of  these  clerks 
amounts  in  all  to  the  sum  oi'  $14,540,  but  the  incr(^ase  in 
salaries  does  not  increase  the  expenditure,  as  it  is  only  a 
question  of  the  transfer  of  this  sum,  other  ai)propriations 
being"  diminished  by  so  much,  'lliis  transfer  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  acquainting  the  House  with  the  amotmt  of  these 
salaries,  Avhich  form<'rly  were  included  in  the  block  of 
other  items  in  the  estimate.^.  Tlie  (lovernment  has  decided 
to  give  effi'ct,  from  the  1st  n|'  ,Iuly  n(>xt,  to  the  provisions 
of  the  at  regulating  the  ("ivil  Servi(x^  of  the  Province,  and 
thus  to  shield  itself  l'r(nn  continual  imporhinities  in  the  mat- 
ter of  appointments  to  the  service  and  of  increase  in  salaries, 
and  put  a  stop  to  the  inconvmiience  arising  from  the  absence 
of  a  regular  system,  (.'onsequently  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  art,  t-ertaiu  in-omotions  will 
haA'e  to  be  made  at  the  beginning  of  tlie  next  fiscal  year, 
entailing  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  $o,02").  Since 
last  session  somt>  new  cmidoyees  have  oeon  appointed 
whose  salaries  amottnt  to  iiJ;4,55U.  These  three  sums  of  $14,- 
540,  $3,025  and  $4,550.  make  together  th(»  increase  of  $22,115 
in  the  salaries. 

If  we  deduct  from  the  increase  of  $15,400  under  the 
heading  of  Civil  GovernmtMit  the  amount  of  the  transfers, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  real  increase  is  only  $050.00. 

I  have  caused  to  b(>  added  to  the  detailed  statement  of 
the  salaries  of  the  Civil  Service  employees  just  placed  on 
the_^table,  the  n;ime  and  class  of  every  I'mployee. 
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The  appropriation  asked  for  the  adiniuistration  of  jus- 
tice is  $21,772  more  tluin  the  .sum  voted  lor  the  present 
iiscal  year.  Tlie  item  of  salaries  and  conting-encies,  bein^ 
properly  the  cost  of  the  administration  of  justice,  is  in- 
creased by  s^l7,140  ;  that  of  the  police  offices  of  Montreal 
and  Quebec  ])y  $132  ;  and  finally  that  of  reformatory 
prisons  by  !|4,500.  These  sums  givt;  the  ioial  increase  of 
$21,772.00.  This  increase  is  caused  by  that  of  crimes  and 
offences,  tht;  natural  result,  esi)ecially  in  large  towns,  of  the 
increase  in  the  population. 

The  g-rants  for  pul)lic  instruction  anMucreased  from  $344,- 
055  to  1350, 280,  an  increase  of  .$5,025.  In  proposing  this 
appropriation,  I  must  express  the  regret  of  the  Government 
that  the  means  at  its  disposal  do  not  permit  a  much  larger 
increase.     The  details  art^  os  follows  : — 

The  item  ibr  Primary  Scliools  is  increased  l)y  $5,000,  that 
of  inspection  by  $025,  ihat  of  schools  for  tlie  deaf  and  dumb 
by  $200,  that  for  journals  of  public  instruction  by  $250, 
and  a  new  grant  of  $250  is  asked  in  lavor  of  the  Commercial 
Academy  of  Ste.  (lenevieve,  making  $0,025.  The  increase 
in  the  item  of  inspection  is  to  meet  the  indeuDiity  allowed 
to  two  inspector;  who,  owing  to  age  and  infirmity,  have 
become  unable  to  continue  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  addition  to  the  item  for  schools  for  the  deaf  and  dumb 
is  made  wath  a  view  of  giving  a  small  grant  to  the 
school  at  8t.  Mario  de  la  Beauce,  which  owes  its  foundation 
and  maintenance  to  the  self-sacrifice  of  the  cure  of  that 
parish,  md  that  made  to  the  item  for  Journals  of  Public 
Instruction  is  to  assist  the  pu])lication  at  Quebec  of  I'En- 
sei<rneni€nt  Primaire.  The  item  of  $1,000  to  the  Polytechnic 
school  is  struck  off,  thereby  reducing  the  additions  1  amount 
to  $5,025. 

The  item  for  scientific  and  literary  institutions  is  increas- 
ed by  12,040.  The  grant  to  the  Quebec  Geographical  Society, 
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owing-  to  its  services  in  making'  the  resources  of  our  country 
known,  has  boon  iiun-oasod  from  |200  to  $300.  The  vote 
for  transcribing-  arcliives  is  increased  by  ^2,540,  and  a  new 
v('te  of  $.300  is  asked  for  the  ckissification  and  preservation 
of  notarial  deeds  and  important  i^nblic  documents  depo- 
sited in  the  vaults  of  the  Court  House  at  Sorel.  These 
papers  were  received  in  very  bad  order  and  their  loss 
would  occasion  serious  inconvenience  to  property-holders  in 
the  district  of  Kirhelieu.  The  item  of  1500  for  the  Rifle 
Association  has  been  left  out. 

Under  the  heading  of  Agriculture  you  will  find  a  decrease 
of  ^l,00v;,  in  the  item  of  Journals  of  Agriculture,  an  increase 
of  siJilOO  in  the  aid  granted  to  the  Gazette  dcs  Campaf^nes,  an 
increase  of  $1,000  in  the  item  of  butter  and  cheese  iactorics, 
and  a  decrease  of  $3,500  in  tlie  grant  to  beet-root  sugar 
manuliictories. 

Last  year  the  sum  of  $!tOO  was  voted  for  bursaries  in 
agricultural  s(  hools  and  $1,500  for  the  encouragement  of 
agricultural  industries  ;  this  year  these  two  votes  are  united 
into  o]ie  in  oider  to  make  up  a  grant  of  $2,400  in  ftivor  of  an 
agricidiural  school  at  A^arenncs. 

The  vote  for  Inmiigration  and  Repatriation  is  reduced 
by  $3,000. 

The  amoi  t  of  the  vote  asked  for  Colonization  is  in- 
creased by  $8,200,  made  up  as  follows  :—

Bridge  at  Bryson 2,000  00 

Bacon's  Bridge  at  fSt.  Anne 1,200  00

The  Government  would  have  liked  to  increase  still  further 
the  vote  for  colonizaiion,  and  it  will  be  its  hrst  duty  to  do 
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so,  as  soon  as  an  increase  in  Ihe  provincial  revenue  will 
permit.  To  assist  colonization  and  en<-onrag-e  education, 
are,  in  a  country  like  ours,  the  objects  most  worthy  of  a 
(lovernment's  attention . 

The  cost  of  the  ])ridg-e  on  the  Tlichelieu  "River  between 
Lacollo  and  St.  Thomas  will  considerably  exceed  the  amount 
estimated ;  it  is  thin-eforc  proposed  to  increase  the  amount 
of  the  g-rant  for  the  (;oiistruetion  of  this  bridge  from  $G,000 
to  $8,000,  the  additional  amount  to  be  paid  dnring  the  year 
1885-80. 

There  is  on  Calumet  Island  a  population  oC  2,984,  sepa- 
rated from  the  remainder  of  the  County  of  Pondac  by  a 
branch  of  the  Ottawa  Riv(n-.  The  local  muni^'ipalities 
intend  to  build  a  bridge  near  the  village  of  Bryson,  and  in 
view  of  the  beneiits  whirh  will  accrue  to  colonization 
and  agriculture  from  the  construction  of  such  bridge,  which 
will  cost  a  large  amount,  the  Government  has  decided  to 
ask  that  a  grant  of  $4,000  be  voted  in  aid  of  the  undertaking, 
payable  in  two  annual  instalments  of  $2,000,  one  in  the 
next  fiscal  year  and  the  other  in  the  following  one. 

Bacon's  Bridge  on  the  St.  Anno  River  is  a  bridge  whose 
existence  is  of  the  greatest  necessity,  for  it  serves  as  a  pas- 
sage to  the  whole  population  of  the  North  Shore,  and  conse- 
quently its  maintenance  and  repair  must  not  be  neglected. 
This  bridge  was  built  at  the  expense  of  the  G-overmnent. 
As  repairs  are  absolutely  required,  the  House  is  asked  to 
vote  a  grant  of  |1,200  for  that  object. 

The  vote  asked  for  public  works  and  buildings  is  $62,984 
less  than  the  amount  voted  for  the  same  object  for  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year.  There  are  only  two  items  to  which  I  think  I 
should  call  your  attention.  The  first  is  that  of  $5,000  asked 
for  the  stables  and  fences  at  Spencer  Wood.   Last  year  there 
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was  voted  fov  this  o))je(.t  $7,000,  ol"  which  only  $2,000  has 
been  expended.  As  this  appropriation  will  lapse  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  present  fiscal  year,  a  re-vote  is  asked  for  the 
])ortion  remaining  unexpended.  The  other  item  is  chat  of 
$2,000  for  repairs  to  the  .Tac.'ques  Cartier  Nor);iui  School ; 
this  vote  is  asked,  partly  for  the  purpose  of  demolishino- 
the  towe)-  of  the  building-  which  threatens  to  fall,  and 
partly  for  necessary  repairs.  It  is  needless  to  state  that  it  is 
not  tJie  inttMition  of  the  Government  to  build  a  new  tower 
out  of  the  approprialion. 

Under  the  Jieading  of  "  Charitable  Institutions,"  the  item 
for  Lunatic  Asylums  is  increased  by  $025,  that  for  Reforma- 
tory Schools  by  $')00,  and  that  for  Industrial  Schools  by 
$2,000,  making  in  the  amount  asked  for  this  year  an  increase 
of  $3,12.3.  T]w  sum  required  for  the  maintenance  of  these 
iiistitutions  depends  entirely  on  the  number  of  inmates, 
which  increases  in  proportion  to  the  growth  of  the  popula- 
tion, and  th(^  Government  consequently  can  exorcise  no 
control  over  it. 

Under  the  heading  of  "Miscellaneous"  you  will  find  a 
decrease  of  $1,500  in  the  item  of  Mining  Engineers,  and 
an  increase  of  $4,000  in  th(i  statutory  item  of  Tensions. 

Our  forests  are  the  most  abundant  source  of  revenue  for 
the  Province,  and  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  they 
be  protected  against  the  ravages  of  lire,  and  that  steps  be 
taken  to  provide  for  their  preservation  and  re-wooding. 
.For  this  purpose  a  vote  of  $5,000  is  askinl,  in  order  to  es- 
tablish a  system  for  the  protection  of  our  forests  against  fire  ; 
and  another  of  $600,  to  be  distrilnited  in  prizes  for  the  three 
best  essays  on  the  pres<>rvation  and  re-wooding  of  our 
forests. 

Our  mines  give  promise  of  Ixn^oming,  through  a  regu- 
lar system  of  working,  another  source  of  annual  reve- 
nue.    For  this  it  is  necessary,    above  all,  to  have  our  mi- 
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neral  regions  explored,  to  make  kno^vll  the  extent  oi'  the  de- 
posits and  to  stndy  how  they  n\v.  to  be  worked  ;  su».'h  is  the 
object  of  the  vote  of  iR;:J,00i)  asked  for  the  exploration  and 
inspection  of  mines. 

Tlie  heading'  "  Charges  on  Km'enne "  is  increased  by 
#15,115.  The  importance  of  making  the  cadastres  and  the 
desire  to  have  thinn  completed  have  induced  us  to  carry  thi^ 
vote  asked  for  this  serAice  from  iii!:30,09o  to  $3t).000.  The 
general  expenses  of  the  Crown  Lands  are  increased  from 
$08,042  to  $77,450.  This  increase  in  the  expenditure  is  but 
the  result  of  the  incr(>ase  in  tln^  receipts  derived  from  our 
forests,  and  is  therefore  not  to  l)e  regretted.  The  item  for 
issue  of  stamps  and  licens(^s  is  increased  by  .t?5,000,  but,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  vot(^  for  revenue  police  is  reduced  l)y 
$3,000. 

The  vote  for  the  Olficial  Gazette  is  decreuse<lby  i^:)00,  and 
that  for  the  Municipalities  Fund  by  .11,000. 

In  the  extraordinary  expenditur«^  the  item  of  $150,000  for 
Parliament  Buildings  ;  that  of  $150,000  for  the  Quebec  Court 
House;  that  of  $199,025.50  for  the  purchase  of  land;  and 
that  of  $220,000  for  the  works  at  Quebec  i)i  conncctio)i 
with  the  North  Shore  liailway,  are  re-votes  for  appropria- 
tions of  last  session,  which  will  lapse  at  the  expiration  of 
the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  vote  of  $115,240.32  under  th(3  heading  of  "  Railways  " 
with  the  sum  of  $20,053.02  under  the  heading  of  "  rul)Iic 
Debt,"  make  up  the  two  semi-annnal  payments  of  $07,040.07 
to  be  made  during  the  next  fiscal  year  for  tin;  interest  on  the 
debentures  of  the  Quel)ec  Central  Railway  Company. 

The  Railway  Commissioner  has  very  carefully  examined 
the  (.claims  relating  to  the  Quel)ec,  Montreal,  Ottawa  and 
Occidental  Railway  and  has  ascertained  that  there  still  re- 
main claims  to  the  amount  of  $41,772.57,  to  which  I  have 
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added  for  uiiforosoen  (?ase,s  ^3,227.43,  making  in  all  $45,000, 
the  amount  of  tho  voto  asked  for  su<h  claims. 

I  estimate  that  the  siihsidies  to  whicli  the  su]),sidized  rail- 
way eompanies  will  In;  entitled  during-  next  year,  will 
amount  to  about  $250,000. 

Tho  l)uildiiii>-  of  the  Quelx^;  Court  House  will  be  provided 
for  by  the  special  loan  authorized  last  year,  and  the  works 
in  coni\ection  with  the  North  fihore  Kail  way  at  Quebec  will 
be  paid  with  the  del>en<uri>s  which  the  corporation  of  the 
City  of  Quel)ec  has  undertakini  to  deliver  to  tho  G-overn- 
ment  in  settlement  of  its  su])scription.  The  other  items  of 
the  extraordinary  expenditure  will  be  paid  out  of  tho 
moneys  arising  from  the  loan  authorized  last  year. 

The  estimated  ordinary  expenditure,  according  to  the  fi- 
gures I  have  just  given,  amounts  to  the  sum  of  12,951,127.31. 

I  will  now  show  the  House  what  are  the  estimated  re- 
ceipts by  means  of  which  I  expect  to  meet  it.

We  have,  for  several  years,  received  from  the  Ontario 
O-overnment  the  sum  of  |25,000  annually,  on  account  of  the 
interest  upon  the  amounts  collected  by  that  (Jovernment 
upon  the  sale  of  common  school  lands.  The  money  thus 
collected  up  to  the  olst  Dein-mber,  ISSl,  amounted  to  the 
sum  of  $814,84 l.l>8,  to  which  must  be  added  the  amount 
received  during  the  course  of  last  year.  No  iinal  settlement 
of  account  has  ever  been  arrivt-d  at  betweeii  ourselves  and 
the  Government  of  Ontario  with  respect  to  the  interest 
accrued  upon  the  sums  in  its  hands  ;  but  during  last  fall 
and  this  present  winter  I  had  several  interviews  with  the 
Treasurer  of  Ontario  upon  this  matter,  and  the  necessary 
statements  are  being  prepared  for  a  settlement.  I  hope  that 
the  result  of  this  settlement  will  be  to  give  us  sev(M'al  ihou- 
saud  dollars  of  arrears,  which  will  increase  for  next  year  ihe 
the  revenue  from  that  source. 

There  renuiins  due  by  some  of  the  purchasers  of  these 
lands  a  considerable  sum  belonging  to  the  Common  f^chool 
fund,  and  there  also  remain  several  thousand  acres  of  land 
still  unsold.  In  my  interviews  with  thi^  Treasurer  of 
Ontario  it  seemed  to  us  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  vstaT)lish

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the  juluiil  value  oi'lhis  rmul  and  iiiiikt-  a  liiiiil  division  be- 
tween the  two  Proviiues.  'I'his  would  require,  lirst  an  esti- 
mate of  th(>  debte  due  and  of  the  lands  hcloiiging  to  the 
I'lind,  and  then,  an  agveenieiii  as  tothebsisis  ibra  i)ennanent 
division  of  the  sum  left  in  trust  with  the  Federal  Ciovern- 
nient,  of  tiie  sum  eollet  tod  by  the  (Jovernment  of  Ontario, 
;>nd  of  the  value  of  the  debts  due  aiul  lands  unsold.  The 
(rovernnienl  of  Ontario  would  be  willing"  to  deposit  with 
the  Federal  (rovernment,  to  remain  in  trust,  the  sum  com- 
in<i"  to  us  out  of  the  nmounts  collected  by  it  and  of  the 
value  of  the  debts  dvu;  and  of  the  lands  unsold.  I  have 
reason  to  believe  that  an  arrangnnnent  of  this  nature  would 
i>-ive  us  a  considerable  increase  in  the  receipts.  If  in  order 
to  arrive  at  a  settlement  some  concessions  would  have  to 
be  made,  they  Avould  be  more  than  compensated  by  an 
innn(Hliate  increase  in  the  revi  nue. 

It  is,  moreover,  necessary  that  wo  shoidd  withdraw  from 
this  joint  ownership  as  soon  as  possible,  for  the  population 
of  Ontario  increases  at  a  greater  ratio  than  our  own,  and 
we  are  thus  every  decade  exposed  to  have  our  proportion 
in  this  fund  diminish.  The  Ticoislature  of  Ontario  has 
just  pas.scd  an  act  authorizing  the  GovernnK^nt  of  that 
Province  to  enter  into  arrangmnents  with  us  for  a  iinal 
settlement,  and  I  hav(>  laid  a  similar  bill  before  this  House 
for  consideration.  It  is  stipvdated  in  the  act  just  sanc- 
tioned in  Ontario  that  the  arrangements  to  be  made  will 
take  effect  only  after  being  ratified  by  the  Legislature.  This 
provision  seems  a  wise  one,  and  I  will  propose  that  a  similar 
clause  be  added  to  the  bill  whi<h  I  have  placed  before  this 
House,  and  which  I  hope  will  shortly  be  passed.

The  estimated  revenue  for  th*»  coming  yeiir  amounis  to 
$2,054,612.12,  and  the  estimated  ordinary  exiiendiiure  to 
$2,051,127.31,  which  leaves  a  smidl   surplus  of  iii;3.484.8j. 

The  situation  is  becoming  critical. 

In  this  state  of  things  the  slightest  dei-iease  in  th(>  reve- 
nue, arising  from  unforeseen  causes,  or  the  slightest  incrt^ase 
in  the  expenditure  would  cause  a  deficit.     The  bill  which 
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Ihf  lldusi' inisNt'd  ihf  olhcr  «liiy  (Ifliniiiu'  tlic  position  and 
incrt'usiny  llu'  povvoiH  oi'thc  rrovincial  Avulitor  fsccuros  us 
aifainst  any  iiicrca.s**,  oilier  tlian  that  whit  h  niiu-lit  rt'Nult 
from  an  urycnt  continvcncy  union'sci'M  by  the  Lv'iiishiturc 
lUit  cvt'U  a  fsiuall  cxiM'ndilurc  ol'  this  kind  would  destroy 
the  ('(|uilil)riiun. 

The  amount  ol'llu'  railway  subsidies  which  will  bo  earn- 
ed, will  also  inerease,  by  de;niees  and  in  the  near  future, 
the  annual  interest  u[)on  the  publie  debt.  The  gradual 
increase  in  the  expenditure  for  the  administration  of  jus- 
tice and  lor  the  support  of  lunatic  asylums  will  also  every 
year  become  an  additional  buithen  upon  the  revenue. 

riider  tliese  circumstanecs  it  tlierefoic  becomes  necessary 
to  increase  the  revenue  of  tlu'  J^rovince,  a.'d  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible lo  take  the  necessary  steps  for  that  purpose. 

1  thiidv  tlic  Provinces  can  in  iiU  ju.vtiee  and  acording  to 
the  spiiil  of  the  covenant  ujjou  which  Confederation  is 
based,  ask  that  their  annual  ,'iid)sidy  l)e  inircased. 

llefore  Confederation  the  rro\inces  had  ihe  rii^ht  to  levy 
the  moneys  required  lor  the  public  seivice  by  imposing'  cus- 
toms and  t'Xcisc  duties,  and  by  all  other  modes  or  systems 
of  taxation. 


By  till'  resolutions  adopted  by  the  deleu'ales  appointed  to 
consider  the  scheme  for  unitinu'  the  IMovinccs  under  one 
(rovcrmnent  and  uixm  which  tlu'  Union  Act  is  ftmnded,  the 
power  to  levy  customs  and  excise  duties  Avas  taken  from 
the  local  and  conferred  upon  the  general  government. 


This  mode  oflexying'  was  almost  exclusively  used  for  pro- 
viding for  administrative  requirements,  and  the  G4th  resolu- 
tion uhich  granted  the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec 
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an  aiimml  Nuhsidy  of  HO  i'«>uts  per  luvul  of  the  populiilioii 
aciortUiiu;  to  the  couhus  of  ISO  I  dci-liuvd  that  Hivh  .subsidy 
was  i^nautt'd  in  conHidt'iatiou  of  th<!  traiisfnr  to  the  Fidfral 
rarlianK-'iit  of  this  poNVt'v  of  taxdiou. 

Sir  Alexander  (laU,  then  Ministor  uf  Fiiiaiirt',  when  t'X. 
phduiiii^-,  oil  heiialf  of  the?  GoViMiimcnt,  the  lliiaucial  part 
of  the  Union  Act,  dfchired  tiiat  tliose  80  ciMits  prr  hfad  wcrt' 
int('nd<'d,  with  certain  kical  roveuues,  to  niwt  the  cxpcuscs 
of  the  Local  Uovernmcnts,  including  especially  the  admin- 
istration of  Justice  and  the  s\.i)port  of  hospitals  and  <'linril- 
uble  insUlutions.  He  added  that  in  transferring  idl  I  lie 
large  sources  of  revenue  to  the  g»Mieral  government  it 
became  evident  that  some  portion  of  the  resources  so  placed 
at  its  disposal  had  to  be  applied  in  some  form  or  other,  to 
supply  the  liia/us  that  would  otherwise  inevitably  tako 
place  between  the  sovnv's  of  local  revenue  and  the  demands 
of  local  expenditure. 

It  is  true  that  by  resolution  04  and  also  by  section  lis  of 
the  Union  Act  it  is  declared  that  the  Provinces  should  claim 
nothing  mon'  thereafter  from  the  general  government  ;  yet 
fcuch  declaration  was  made,  first  because  the  subsidy  was 
deemed  suHicient  to  meet  the  expenditure,  and  th(Mi  because 
it  was  hoped  that  this  provision  would  oblige  the  Local 
Governments  to  control  their  expiMises. 

Sir  Alexander  Gait  said  :  "  It  is  hoped  that,  being  in  itself 
fixed  and  permanent  in  its  character,  the  Local  Governments 
will  see  the  importance— I  may  say  tlie  necessity— of  oxn- 
cising  a  viligant  and  proper  control  ove  ■  the  expenditure." 

Now%  as  a  matter  of  fact,  amongst  t'/ie  expenses  sj^ecially 
imposed  upon  the  Local  Governments  there  are  some 
which,  as  I  have  already  stated,  are  not  t;usceptible  of  con- 
trol, and  which  necessarily  increase  in  the  same  ratio  as  the 
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population,  such  as  the  cost  of  the  administration  of  justice 

and  of  the  maintenance  of  lunatic  asylums.

This  would  ha^'e  !ri\'en  us  an  increase  for  the  decade  of 
1871  of  103,900  and  for  that  of  1881  of  $197,968.80. 

A  comparison  of  such  decennial  increase  of  the  su])sidy 
with  the  increase  in  the  expenditure  for  the  administration 
of  justice  and  the  suj^port  of  asylums,  shows  how  this 
exp.mditure  has  followed  the  movement  of  tht»  population. 
Here  are  the  figures  : —

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The  subsidy  was  spoi'iully  given  to  luet't,  innoiiy.st  other 
expeiulituTcs,  tlio^e  lor  the  adniinish'ation  ol'ju.stice  and  the 
.support  oi"  lunatic  asy linns  ;  and  the  iigures  I  have  just 
given  (^stal)lish  that  in  calculating  the  subsidy  upon  the 
basis  oi'  the  census  tor  I81JI,  the  end  in  view  was  not 
attained.  In  la "t  the  expenditure  in  question  increases 
almost  in  proponion  to  the  population  ;  and  to  meet  it  the 
subsidy  should  increase  in  the  same  proportion.  While 
the  Loral  Government  cannot,  by  any  supervision,  control 
this  expenditure,  the  Fedora^.  Groverninent  ])y  its  legisla- 
tion respecting  oinies  and  criminals  and  the  great  public 
works  it  undertakt^s,  contri!)Utes  to  increase  it. 

To  carry  out  the  inUmtion  of  the  icunders  of  the  Confede- 
ration, it  would  consequently  be  ne"  issary  that  the  annual 
subsidy,  instead  of  b;^ing  limited  according  to  the  census  of 
IBdl,  should  be  calculated  for  each  decade  upon  the  basis 
of  the  last  census. 

If  the  subsidy  were  so  cak'ulated,  there  would  not  be  an 
increase,  ^nit  a  decrease  in  the  share  given  to  the  pro- 
vinces of  the  revenues  transferred  to  the  Federal  Grovern- 
inent. 

In  18()8,  the  revenue  arising  from  customs  and  excise 
duties  amounted  to  $11,580,008.25,  giving  §3,75  per  head  of 
the  population  of  the  Dominion;  in  1871  these  revenues 
amounted  to  $16,137,019.28,  giving  $4.(33  per  head;  and 
1881  they  reached  $23,'( 49, 114.22  giving  $5.49  per  head.  If 
therefore  the  Federal  Government  paid  to  the  Local  Gov- 
ernment 80  cents  per  head  according  to  the  census  of  1881, 
it  would  only  give  14 J  per  cent  of  tUe  receipts  arising  from 
these  sources  of  revenue,  whilst  in  18G8  it  paid  21J  per 
cent.     I  beg  to  submit  a  table  showing  these  figures  ;—

For  all  these  reasons  the  Government  is  of  opinion  that 
the  Legislature  of  Quebec  should  ask  that  the  annual  sub- 
sidy be  calculated  for  each  decade,  according  to  the  new 
census,  and  that  it  should  urge  this  upon  the  Federal 
Government. 

The  Government  will  therefore  ask  the  House  to  vote 
an  humble  address  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor-Gene- 
ral, submitting  our  claim  and  praying  him  to  lay  it  before 
Her  Majesty's  Privy  Council  for  Canada. 

The  reasons  in  favor  of  our  pretensions  are  such  that  we 
ought  to  succeed  in  our  request,  and  all  the  more  so  that 
the  large  surplus  of  the  Dominion  Government  removes  ail 
reason  for  refusing  it. 


^\ 
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I  do  not  here  ask  for  better  terms  for  the  Province  of 
Quebec  than  for  the  other  Provinces.  The  same  reasons 
exist  on  their  behalf,  and  that  which  I  ask  should  be 
given  to  all  and  not  to  our  Province  alone. 

This  increased  subsidy  would  give  annually  to  the  pro- 
vincial treasury  an  additional  sura  of  about  $200,000  and 
would  ensure  the  equilibrium  of  our  finances. 


I  leave  to'the  jiidgment  of  the  House  the  Supplementary- 
Estimates  of  expenditure  for  the  present  fiscal  year  and  the 
Estimates  for  the  coming  one.  And  I  now  move,  Mr. 
Speaker,  that  you  do  leave  the  Chair,  and  that  the  House  do 
go  into  Committee  of  Supply.

SUrPLEMEXT AT? Y   ESTI  MAT1']S. 

On  the  twonty-sixlh  of  March,  188:),  the  Troasuror  hand- 
ed to  the  Speaker  a  Message  from  His  Honor  the  Lieute- 
nant-Grovernor,  couclied  hi  the  lollowing  terms  : 

"The  LieultMiant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Quebec

The  two  first  items  are  rendered  necessary,  first,  by  the 
amount  of  printing  ordered,  and  secondly,  by  the  length  of 
the  session. 

The  third  item  is  required  to  make  up  for  the  insnlh- 
cienov  of  the  appropriation  voted  for  the  expenses  of  by- 
elections. 

The  additioii  to  the  grant  voted  to  Mr.  Desjardiiis,  for  pul)- 
lishinir  the  debates  of  the  Legislature  during  the  session  of 
1882,  is  asked  for  owing  to  the  opinion,  generally  expressed, 
that  the  sum  of  $2,500  is  insuliicient  for  so  extensive  a  work 
as  the  reporting  and  publishing  of  thedebat(vs  of  so  lengthy 
a  session. 

The  last  item  is  for  the  ]>urpose  of  enabling  the  G-overn- 
ment  to  pay  the  damages  sutlered  by  Mr.  Joseph  Smith 
through  the  inaccurate  siirvey  of  the  limits  granted  to  him 
on  the  DuMoine  lUver  in  1870.  In  the  Sessional  Fapers  of 
hist  session,  there  is  a  Keturn  to  an  Order  of  this  House  in 
which  are  set  forth  all  the  circumstances  connected  with 
this  claim,  the  justi*'e  whereof  has  been  admitted  by  the 
officers  of  the  Department.  That  gentleman  has  just  con- 
sented to  accept  !|ir).r)O0  in  settlement  of  his  claim  ;  so 
the  item  will  be  brought  down  to  the  latter  figure. 

The  first  four  items,  amounting  to  $14,500,  form  part  of 
the  ordinary  expenditure,  and  will  carry  the  expected  de- 
ficit of  this  year  from  $28,817.09  to  $43,817.09  ;  but  the  sum 
which  we  should  rec  eive  from  the  Federal  Government,  if 
we  can  arrive  at  a  settlement  before  the  close  of  the  present 
fiscal  year,  will  be  much  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  this 
^leficit. 
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The  compensation  clairaod  by  Mr.  Smith  will  be  paid  out 
of  the  loan.

The  success  of  the  Chamo^y  Collegt^  was  foiinerly 
hindered  by  financial  difliculties ;  but  under  a  new  man- 
agement it  has,  since  some  time,  commenced  to  recover. 
The  g-reat  services  which  this  colh^g-e  has  rendered  to  edv.- 
catioii  W(re  eloquently  sot  ibrtb  the  other  day  by  the 
honorable  memberr'   for  Chambly  and  St.  John\s,  who  also 
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expressed  tho  hope  that  the  (lovernincnt  would  rocommcnd 
a  j::;Taut  towards  a-sistiiip,- this  iiiHtitution  to  pay  oil' its  debt. 
It  is  in  response  \o  this  that  an  appropriation  of  '^MO  is 
asked  for  in  its  favor. 

The  convent  at  St.  Iloch  dc;  TAchiuaji,  owin^'  to  certain 
irreo'ularities  in  ihe  statements  whirli  it  was  ohligvd  to 
make,  was,  during'  some  years,  deprived  of  its  share  in  the 
grant  for  superior  (Hlucation.  In  ordm*  to  indemnify  this 
institution  for  thc^  lo.ssesii  has  sulfert'd  theri'by,  the  Crovern- 
ment  proposes  that  this  year  a  sum  of  $150  be  vot*'d  to  it. 

Tho  two  other  items  under  the  heading  of  "Public  In- 
struction" are  contributions  towards  the  r(>-building  of 
the  convents  at  St.  ]>;irthelenu  and  La  Baie  dti  Febvre. 
The  latter,  which  rendered  great  servic«^s  to  thi^  cause  of 
education,  was  destroyed  by  lire  in  January  last,  and  the 
Government  recommends  that  ther-^  be  voted  to  th»!  com- 
munity to  whiidi  it  belonged,  a  grant  of  $1,000,  to  be  paid 
in  two  annual  instalmenls  of  $o(»0  ea<h. 

In  the  estimates  for  the  coming  iiscnl  year  a  grant  of 
$-']00  was  recommended  in  favor  of  the  Quebec  Geo- 
graphical Society.  It  wasredu-'cd  to  it>200  in  Comm.ittee  of 
Supply;  but  since  then  the  House  has  expressed  the  opinion 
that  it  should  be  carried  to  the  former  figure,  and  it  is 
for  that  purpose  that  an  appropriation  of  8100  is  asked  for 
that  Society. 

1)1  the  same  <\stimate.s  there  M'as  an  ai^propriation  of 
$10,000  for  the  J'oard  of  Arts  and  Manufactures,  for  the 
puri^ose  of  defrayinti'  the  expenses  of  the  Board  and  the 
maintenance  of  Schools  of  Fine  Arts;  and  there  was  also 
another  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  the  National  Institute 
of  Fine  Arts  at  Montreal.  In  Committee  of  Supply  the 
House  took  from  the  item  of  $10,000  an  amount  of  $0,000, 
to  be  expended  by  the.  Government   in  encouraging  the 
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teachiiiiQf  of  Fine  Arts  applied  to  Industry,  nnd  reduced  the 
balance  of  thf  appropriation  lor  the  Board  of  Arts  and 
Manuiactures  to  |2,000.  The  item  ol'  1 1,000  lor  the  Na- 
tional Institute  of  Fine  Arts  Wiis  struck  out.  Since  then  it 
has  been  ascertained  that  |2,000  would  not  cover  the 
general  expenses  of  the  Board,  and  consequently  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  i^l,000  is  now  .tsked  for. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Ajj:riculture,  the  Crove>'nnient  asks  that  a  grant  of 
|fi,000  be  voted  for  the  school-farm  at  Rou£^'eniont,  a  errant 
of  $400  for  the  purchase  of  1,000  copies  of  Dr.  Ltirocque's 
book,  and  a  grant  of  1500  for  th"  pur.  hase  of  1,000  copies 
of  Mr.  Couture's  treatise. 

The  Government  has  also  accedt'd  to  the  desire  expressed 
in  Committee  of  Supply  thiit  the  grant  to  "  La  (lazette  des 
Campagnes"  be  carried  to  $1,000.  and  proposes  that  the 
appropriation  of  $500  mentioned  in  the  estimates  for  the 
coming  year,  be  doubled. 

The  items  of  $2,000  for  the  Richmond  Agricultural 
School,  of  $1,000  for  the  Dairy  School  at  Ste.  Marie,  Beauce, 
and  $250  for  the  Danville  Union  Agricultural  Society, 
have  been  suggested  by  the  services  rendered  by  these 
institutions  towards  agricultural  improvement. 

The  extension  of  the  Tache  and  Begon  roads  in  the 
Counties  of  Temiscouata  a.nd  Rimouski,  was  urgently 
required  in  the  interests  of  colonization.  In  order  to  con- 
tinue the  work  on  these  roads,  the  Government  recommends 
for  the  coming  year  an  appropriation  of  $2,500. 

In  order  to  fulfil  a  promise  made  by  the  Government  in 
1881,  aid  to  the  amount  of  $2,000,  payable  in  two  yearly 
instalments  of  $1,000,  is  asked  for  a  bridge  on  the  Riviere 
du  Loup  at  Louiseville. 
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Tho  gTiints  ill  fiivorof  the  SiKters  of  Charity  at  Qucboo 
for  t\n\  aged  and  inlinii,  and  oi"  the  Nazareth  Asylums  at 
Chambly  and  at  Longiu'iiil,  loqiiin"  no  exphmation. 

The  Fe-dcral  (lownunent  intends  to  huikl  a  Drill  Shed 
in  Quebec,  and  it  has  been  [noposed  that  the  provincial 
government,  together  with  (he  city  of  Quebec,  should  con- 
tribute sonielhing-  towards  the  work,  on  <oiulition  that  the 
building-  bo  made  siiita1)le  for  provincial  and  local  exhibi- 
tions. It  is  proposed  that  an  appropriation  of  |15,(j00  be 
voted  for  that  purpose,  provided  tlie  city  of  Qurbi-c  gives 
|1;3,000  and  the  Federal  (Jovernnieiit,  $»;(),000. 

By  adding  to  the  amount  of  ordinary  expenditure  shewn 
in  the  Estimates,  say  |2,!>5t,127.;31,  the  amount  of  the  sup- 
plementary estimates,  say  |;]l,l.toO.OO,  we  have  a  total  of 
12,983,077.31. 

But  from  this  amount  must  be  deducted  what  has  been 
struck  in  Committee  of  •''Supply  from  certain  items  of  the 
Budget,  as  well  as  another  amount  which  I  will  propose  to 
deduct.

45    VIC,   CAP.    XXII. 

An  Act  to  impose  certain  divoct  taxes  on  certain  Commercial 

Corporations. 

[Assented  to  21  Ih  Maiy,  1882.] 

HER  MA.IlilfSTY,  by  and  ^vith  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Legislature  ol"  Quebec,  enacts  as  Ibllows: 

B.  In  Older  to  pro\  ide  for  the  <'xigencies  of  tlie  public 
service  of  this  Trovinc  >,  every  Bank  carrying  on  the  busi- 
ness of  banking-  in  this  province,  every  Insurance  Company 
accepting  risks  and  trail  iactiiig  the  bu;<iness  of  insurance  in 
this  province,  every  inco.porated  Company  carrying  on  any 
labor,  tradt^  or  busif    .s  in  this  province,  every  incorporattd 
Loan  Comi)any  making  loans  in  tliis  proviiu  e,  every  incor- 
porated Navigation  Company    running-    a   regiihir    line  of 
steamers,  steamboats  or  other  vessels  in   the   wati-rs  of  this 
province,  every  Telegraph  Company   working  a  t(>legraph 
line,  or  part  of  a  telegrapli  line,  in  this  provin<;e,  every  Tele- 
phone t'ompany  working  a  teleplione  Hue  in  this  [)ro\  nice, 
every  City  Passenger  Railway  or  Tramway  Company  work- 
ing a  line  of  railway  or  tramway  in  this  province,  andev(n-y 
Railway  Company  working  a  railway  or  a  part  of  a  railway 
in  this  province,  shall,  annually,  pay  the  several  taxes  men- 
tioned and  specified  in  section  three  of  this  act,  which  taxes 
are  hereby  imposed  upon  such  commercial  corporations  re- 
spectively 

!5.  The  term  Bank  includes  Savings  Banks;  the  term 
Insurance  Company  comprises  Life,  Fire,  Inland  Marine, 
Guarantee  and  Accident  Insurance   Companies,    but   does 
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not  include  Muiual  Tnsuranc**  Coinpanios  orn;ijnizod  under 
the  laws  of  this  provinec^  ;  the  term  Ineovi>orated  Loan 
(*ompany  includes  Building  Societies  ;  and  the  term  Incor- 
porated Company  does  not  include  compani<'s  publishing 
lu'wspapers  or  periodicals. 

I?.  The  annual  taxes,  imposi'd  u])on  and  payable  by  the 
commercial  corporations  mentioned  and  specilied  in  section 
one  of  this  act  shall  be  as  follows  : 


I.    BANKS. 

(a.)  Five  hundred  dollars,  when  the  paid  up  capital  of 
the  bank  is  five  hundred  thousaird  dollars  or  less  than  that 
sum  ;  one  thousand  dollars  when  the  paid  up  capital  is 
from  live  hundivd  thousand  dollars  to  one  million  dollars  ; 
and  an  additional  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  .^ach  mil- 
lion or  fr;i<t  ion  of  a  million  dollars  of  the  r)aid  up  capital 
from  one  million  dollars  to  three  millif  >  collars  ;  and  a 
further  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  doU,...^  ,or  each  mil- 
lion or  fraction  of  a  million  dollars  of  the  paid  up  capital 
over  three  million  dollars. 

(h.)  An  additional  tax  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
office  or  pla«x^  of  business  in  the  Cities  of  Montreal  and 
Quebec,  and  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  office  or  place  of 
business  in  every  other  place. 

II.   INSURANCE  COMPANIES.

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ER  MAJESTY,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Lep-islature  oi'  Quebec,  enacts  as  follows ; 

1.  Section  ;j:5  of  the  Act  4344  Vict.,  cap.  14  is  amended, 
by  striking  out  the  words  :  "  sheriiT  of  the  district  in  which 
the  asj'lum  is  situated,"  in  the  third  and  fourth  lines,  and 
by  replacing  them  by  the  following  words  :  "  provincial 
treasurer." 

2.  Section  34  of  the  said  act  is  repealed  and  replaced  by 
the  following  : 

"  34.  On  receiving  such  lists,  the  provincial  treasurer 
shall,  without  delay,  cause  a  detailed  statement  to  be  pre- 
pared, for  every  municipality  given  in  such  lists  as  the  last 
domicile  of  any  insane  person  therein  mentioned,  of  the 
sums  of  money  due  by  it  for  its  half  of  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance of  such  insane  persons  for  the  preceding  year.     He 
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shall  causp  such  stalouieiii  to  Ix^  Ibrlhwilh  transmitted  to 
the  coUcrior  oT provincial  rovciiac  f'>r  the  district  in  vvliich 
such  municipality  is  situated.
